HS ACQUITT 


Hamilton Is Composed While 
Jury Is Out. 


¥ 


NO HINTS OF THE VERDICT. 


MAY BE MURDER, MANSLAUGH- 
TER OR ACQUITTAL. 


Review of the Case, Giving Cause of 
the Tragedy, Its Peculiar Feat- 
ures and Personality of 
the Actors. 


MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Feb. 19.—The jury 
in whose hands hangs the fate of Frank 
H. Hamilton, tried on the charge of having 
stabbed Leonard R. Day to death, retired 
last night about 11 o’clock, and at 8 o’clock 
this morning went to breakfast. Nothing 
has leaked out from the jury room to indi- 
cate how the jurors stand. Under the charge 
four verdicts are possible: Murder in the 
first or second degree, manslaughter and 
acquittal. 

Hamilton retains his composure remark- 
ably well. He is confident of acquittal. 
The Story of 

the Tragedy. 

Theré is a woman—possibly more than 
one—at the bottom of the tragedy enact- 
ed in the billiard room of the West Hotel 
at 1 o'clock Sunday morning, Nov. 25, 1900, 
when Leonard Day, society man and mil- 
lionaire, was killed by a stab wound and 


for whose murder Frank Hamilton was 
indicted and tried. 

Leonard Day was known on two conti- 
nents as the only son of “Old Len Day,” 
the millionaire lumberman,’’ who, dis- 

leased with his relatives because they ob- 
jected when, many years ago, he married 
a young girl soon after the death of his 
first wife, left his immense fortune to his 
wife and his son, cutting off all the others 
without a cent. This has added to the great 
interest felt in the case and the fact that 
the names of many prominent society peo- 
ple have been dragged in has made the 
tragedy ore of the most noted in the Nerta- 
west. 

Day and Hamilton were not frtends or 
associates, but each had been paying at- 
tention at. various times to the same wom- 
an 


Day and Hamilton, unknown to each oth- 
¢r except by name up to within half an 
hour of the tragedy, were introduced by 
a mutual acquaintance in the billiard room 
of the West otel, the fashionable hos- 
telry of the ty, about 12:30 o’clock on 
the morning of the killing. ‘ 

Each of the two men, known about the 
city as the fastest of the fast, had with 
him a party of friends—with Day~ were 
Fred George and Charles Force, rich and 
leaders of society, while with Hamilton 
were several newspaper men, two or three 
bank clerks and two traveling men from 
— Louis, William Bennett and A. M. Bar- 


Day, George and Force were engaged in 
a game of billiards when Hamilton and 
his friends entered the room, after having 
stood at the bar in a nearby quarter of 
the hotel for several minutes. Someone 
addressed Hamilton by name and imme- 
diately Day asked for an introduction to 
him.’ This was given and the young mil- 
lionaire at once declared in loud tones: 
ae are the man I have been looking 
oe.” 


The Two Men 
Begin to Fight. 

Then the name of a woman, Miss Carrie 
Slagle, was uttered and both men were 
ready for battle. Miss Slagle is a hand- 
some brunette, theg daughter of a well- 
known physician and a leader in the 
younger svucial circles of the city. Follow- 


ing the mention of her name the voices of 
the two men were raised in anger, and al- 
most before the others in the room realized 
what was happening Hamilton and Day 
were engaged in a desperate struggle, dur- 
ing which Day is charged with having 
struck Hamilton over the head with a 
billiard cue. Friends interfered. and in a 
few moments the combatants shook ands 
and agreed to drop the quarrel until both 
should have become sober. 

For a short time there followed general 
conversation, participated in by nearly ev- 
eryone in the room. Then Day and Ham- 
flton began wrangling again, Day accusing 
Hamilton of having circulated stories that 
refiected upon the honor of any man— 
stories alleged to have been told to Ham- 
liton by ss Slagle. Only a few words 
passed when the men again rushed at each 
other and began striking. 

At this point Fred George interfered and 
endeavored to separate the combatants. 
Rushing between them, he tried to push 
them apart and was partiaily successful. 
Suddenly he felt his right hand grow numb, 
he claims, and on looking down saw that 
the member had been laid open from the 
base of the thumb to the tip of the middie 
finger by a knife blow. Blood was pouring 
in torrents from the wound, and the in- 
ured man at once left the rooom to dress 

is hand. 

As Mr. George disappeared througl the 
door leading to the lavatory, Day and Ham- 
fiton again separated and a second later the 
former fell to the floor, while Hamilton 
stood gazing down upon him, the look of 
anger upon his swollen face giving way to 
amazement and pity. The spectators at first 
poueet that Day had simply been knocked 
out by a blow upon the jaw. 


Day Stabbed 
to Death. 

Suddenly the floor upon which the fallen 
man lay began to grow red, as a great pool 
of blood formed about him, saturating his 
clothing.

OTTAWA, Ontario, Feb. 19.—In the House | 
of Commons.

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WOMAN KILLED 
IN SALOON RAID 


_ 


Mob of Masked Men Enter a 
Kansas Joint, 


KEEPER'S WIFE SHOT DEAD. 


RAIDERS ALARMED AT THEIR 
ACT LEFT THE SCENE. 


The Mob Was Composed of Farmers 
Living Near Milwood, Fourteen 
Miles From Leavenworth. 
—Two Arrests Made. 


LEAVENWORTH, Kan., Feb. 19.—Twen- 
ty masked farmers armed with shotguns 
attempted to raid a saloon in Millwood, a 
small place 14 miles north of here, last 
night, and in the melee that followed Mrs. 
Rose Hudson, wife of the bartender, was 
instantly killed, her head being complete- 
ly blown off, William Webb, one of the 


raiders, was shot in the arm, and two or 
three others were slightly hurt. One hun- 
dred shots were fired. 

Today John and Henry Wilson, young 
farmers, members of the mob, were arrest- 
ed, and warrants are out for others impli- 
cated. 

The saloon was run by Mrs. Michael Loch- 
ner. She had been warned to close the 
place by Monday, but refused. 

At 10 o’clock last night 20 men, all armed 
and wearing handkerchiefs for masks, ap- 
proached the saloon. Two of the number, 
Joe Turner and John Wilburn, entered and 
ordered drinks. Bartender Hudson had 
scarcely set the glasses on the bar when 
the men gave a signal. 

Immediately the door was burst open and 
the masked men rushed into the place. Half 
a dozen shotguns were raised to the ceiling 
and fired, apparently to warn the saloon 
keeper that they meant business, while two 
men approached Hudson with leveled guns, 

Hudson grabbed the barrels of both for 
an instant, then fell to the floor. The guns 
were@ischarged as he fell, the charge from 
one striking the wall and that from the 
second the stove. 

Mrs. Hudson rushed to the scene from 
the living rooms in the rear and stood in 
the doorway. She had barely reached the 
spot when a gun was leveled at the door 
and discharged. The shot struck her in the 
forehead above the eyes and she fell mor- 
tally wounded. 

Hudson rushed to his wife’s side, but 
she died before he could carry her to an- 
other room. 

During the shooting William Webb, one 
of the raiders, was accidentally shot in the 
arm and two or three others were wounded 


slightly. A few more shots were fired, but 


the mob, alarmed at the killing of Mes. 
Hudson, quickly left the place without 
stopping to destroy the liquors and fix- 
tures. 

Anticipating the attack, Hudson had 
gathered about him ten armed men. They, 
however, taken by surprise, were stam- 
peded. > 

The affray lasted but a few minutes and 
the details were not learned till this morfi- 
ing, the raiders having gone quietly to their 
homes. 

The members of the party are all believed 
to be young farmers who live near Mill- 
wood. 

Sheriff Everhardy went to Millwood from 
here today and arrested two of the raiders, 
John and Henry Wilson, and the coroner 
later left for the scene to hold an inquest. 
Intense excitement still exists and numer- 
ous arrests will doubtless follow.

Court Holds That the State May Pro- 
bibit or Regulate Gambling in 
Any and All Forms.

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., Feb. 19.—rhe 
Supreme Court this morning in banc de- 
clared the Missouri breeders’ law to be con- 


stitutional. 

There were two cases decided, both in- 
volving the copstitutionality of the law. 
hese were against James Thompson and 
John Fiynn, who were each convicted in 
the St. Louis Court of Crimina!) Correction 
for violating the iaw, and whe appe®ed to 
the Supreme Court from that conviction, 
charging the act of April 7, 1897, Known as 
the breeders’ law, was unconstitutiona: 
Chief Justice Burgess wrote the opinion or 
the court, in whicn all the judges concur. 

Among other things tne court says that 
it is perfectiy clear that book making and 
pool seiling within the scope and mean- 
ing af this act, are gaming or gambling, 
which the state may in the exereise of its 
police powers prohioit altogether, or may 
regulate and control by restricting it ‘to 
certain localities, or by prohibiting it from 
veing practiced in other localities. 

There is no: doubt of the power of the 
legisiature or of the municipalities deriv- 
ing their power from the iegislature to 
make police regulations designed to pro- 
mote the health and morals of the communt- 
ty. Laws to prohibit or reguiate gaming, 
sales, of intoxicating liquors, houses ot 
prostitution, and thus indirectly advance 
the morais and; good order of society, are 
vpeyond question. 

The court hoids thatthe state in the ex- 
ercise:of its posice regulations may prohibit 
gambling altogether, or regulate it in such 
manner as it may see proper, and for that 
purpose may vest such orticers as it may 
see proper with the power to pass upon tne 
character of persons who appiy for license 
for that purpose as well as to. the 
place where to be conducted, as well as to 
grant license tc such persons as he may 
think entitled thereto, to conduct their 
business at such times and places (not pro- 
hibited by law) as he may think proper. 
The manner and extent of reguiation rests 
in the governing authority. 

The act was also attacked on the ground 
of class legislation, but the court hoids 
that the law “‘embraces all persons alike 
who choose to place themselves within its 
reach,’’ and is not, therefore, vicious class 
legislation, either as to persons or place.

OPPOSED 10 NEW COMPANY 
Real Estate Men Take Steps to Place 
Competing Title Concern in 

the Field. 


At the first meeting of the board of di- 
the Title Investigation and’ 
Guaranty Trust Company, held Monday af- 
ternoon, August Gehner was elected presi- 
dent. 

Mr. Gehner stated to the Post-Dispatch 
Tuesday that it would take him a month to 


thoroughly organize the new company and /| 
get in readiness for the transaction of busi- | 


ness. He said all the records of the com- 
panies and private concerns absorbed by his 
corporation had been turned over, giving it 
the only complete set in existence. 

Efforts are now being made to organize 
a company to enter the field in opposition 
to Mr. Gehner’s company. The call for a 
meeting to be held before the end of the 
week, to consider ways and means, was 
circulated in real estate row Tuesday, and 
was signed by a number of prominent 
dealers. 

One of the leaders in the opposition move- 
ment is Joseph T. Donvuvan, president of 
the J.. T. Donovan Real- Estate Company. 
He said to the Post-Dispatch: 

“It is too early to sa#¥ what form the 
opposition will take, but something will cer- 
tainly be done. A large majority of the 
real estate men of the city look upon the 
formation of the Trust Company as a me- 
nace to their welfare. They do not propose 
to be left with only one concern through 
which to transact business. There is plenty 
of room for another company, and financial 
backing will not be wanting. 

“Some of the signers to the call for the 
meeting have already subscribed for stock 
in the proposed new company. I have not, 
but I am interested in the matter, and will 
attend the meeting.’ 

Discussing the formation of the opposition 
concern Mr. Gehner said: 

“We do not fear competition. I do not 
think such a company as is proposed can 
secure the hacking that we have. but if the 
gentlemen

deal of business to be done—most of it 
based on the confidence of property owners 
in the handers of their papers. We have 
not only the strongest financial] backing 
possible in St. Louis, but also the confi- 
dence of the public.

In every real estate transfer 
or loan the certificate of title must be obtained from the Title 
Guarantee and Trust Co. The company may levy a monopoly 
tribute on every real estate transfer and every real estate 
mortgage. The amount of this tribute is limited by the will 
of the trust. ; 

The monopoly embodies a menace to all those who deal in 
it may seriously affect their business, but upon citizens who 
buy and sell real property or borrow money on real estate. 
Every man or woman who buys a home, or sells a home, or 
transfers a piece of real estate, or places a mortgage on real 
estate, may be subject to monopoly tribute. 

The monopoly imbodies a menace to all those who deal in 
real estate, or lend money on real estate. The control of title 
certificates gives the corporation practical control of real es- 
tate transfers and mortgages. 

The monopoly of the corporation would be powerful and 
profitable at any time, but at this time, when the World’s Fair 
will bring tremendous activity in St. Louis real estate, its pos- 
sibilities are very great. Vast tribute may be levied upon the 
realty and the financial interests of St. Louis. 

The Post-Dispatch presents this plain and unprejudiced 
statement of the facts and the possibilities of this monopolizing 
of title records.so that the people of St. Lowis may be fully 
informed as to its significance. 

When the street railway consolidation bill was pending the 
Post-Dispatch was the only newspaper which printed all the 
facts and warned the Governor, the state Legislature and the 
people of St. Louis of the consequences.

The only 
difference is that it treats the subject 
more exhaustively and defines the duties 
of the state board of equalization perhaps 
more definitely.

Senators Clay and Martin, who drefted a 
franchise bill which is now before the 
Senate, agreed after considerable argument 
to support the administration's view of the 
question. 

This fact gives franchise taxation a 
brighter tinge than it has had at any time 
during the session, and is indicative of sub- 
stantial results. 

With committee differences 
the friends of franchise legislation united 
the contest for,the carrying out of the)!

BROKEN AND SHATTERED 
_SUILL CLINGS T 


AT CITY HOSPITAL 
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JERRY LAPLAND. 
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Was Struck by a Train Last September 
and Received Injuries Wnich Hos- 
pital Physicians Said Would 
Surely Cause His Death. 
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LAPLAND’S INJURIES. 


Left leg fractured in three places between 
the knee and ankle, bones protruding 
through the flesh. 

Both bones of right lee fractured—just 
above the ankle. 

* Large bone in rieht arm fractured just be- 
low elbow, and again at iunction with the 
shoulderblade. 

Scalp wound six inches long. extending 
from edge of hair across left forehead to 
left ear. 

Quter plate of skull 
inches. 

Face cut and brulsed in 15 places—leaving 
it unrecognizable. 

Right hip. left shoulder and whole of back 
bruised and lacerated

sciousness had returned. He drank, and fell 
asleep. The next day he was given nourish-

Internal injuries, producing hemorrhage. 
Concussion of brain, continuing for two 
days. 
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Jerry Lapland, a French Canadian, is 
slowly recovering at the City Hospital from 
wounds which were pronounced necessarily 
fatal by a dozen doctors ve months ago. 

On the night of Sept. 15, 1900, he was run 
Gown by a freight train in the Iron Moun- 
tain yards in South St. Louis, and lay be- 
side the track until the next morning, when 
he was found and forwarded to the city dis- 
pensary. He seemed so nearly dead the 
dispensary doctors did not attempt to op- 
erate upon him, but quickly forwarded him 
to the hospital. 

There the officer of the day shook his 
head and sent for Superintendent Nietert. 
“TIT wouldn’t give 5 cents for his chances,”’ 
said the superintendent, ‘‘but we will do the 
best we can.”’ 

Nearly a whole day was spent In reducing 


fractures, dressing contusions and sewing 
up cuts. The patient Was so weak from loss 
of blood and from shock to his nervous sys- 
tem that the greatest care was observed 
lest he die under the influence of the nec- 
essary anaesthetics. But his heart kept 
beating, and 24 hours after the train had 
struck him he was tucked away in the sur- 
gical ward, still unconscious, and wrapped 
from head to foot in handages. 

“He will hardly live until morning, I 
think,”’ said Dr. Nietert to questioners. ‘‘He 
must have a phenomenal constitution to 
have survived this long."’

The man’s vitality 
had been so reduced there was nothing for 
the physicians to do but feed and watch 
him, and let nature, the great physician, do 
the work of repair after her own fashion.

In another month ali of the broken bones 
but one had begun to knit together.

By this time he had so far recovered that 
he was removed from the surgical ward and 
placed with convalescents in a more cheer- 
ful part of the hospital. But one of the 
bones in the left leg refused to knit. With 
this exception he was well a month ago. 

Last week Supt. Nietert decided that na- 
ture was too slow in this one instance, so 
Lapland was taken back to the surgical 
ward and on Friday the ends of the bone 
were laced together with a silver cord. ‘I 
now think he will be entirely well in a few, 
more weeks,’’ said the doctor to the Post- 
et ye Tuesday. 

‘‘It is possible that the bone will still re- 
fuse to mend. In that event we will give 
him a cork leg from the knee down. But I 
think he will recover fully and be as strong 
as ever. He: will certainly live.’’ 

Lapland is 40 years old, single, and has 
no home. He is a typical Canuck, speaking 
the patois of the moose country—when he 
speaks at all, and that is seldom. 

“I wasn’t worth the trouble they have 
had with me,”’ he said to the Post-Dis- 
patch, “‘but it is good to be alive.’’
